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1. This Office action is in response to application filed 26 June 2003 and IDS filed 10 May 
2004, which papers have been placed of record in the file.

3. Claims 1-10 are allowed over the prior art of record. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 7 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a method and device comprising 
guiding the sensor substantially based on a parametric model that defines both a generally lateral 
position scale for the reference frame, and on a first curved parametric profile defined relative to 
the position scale and having a contiguous concavity range wider than the sensor, as presented in 
the environment of claims 1 and 7. It is noted that the closest prior art, Chang et al., shows 
repeatable runout compensation using first and second sets of polynomial coefficients similar to 
the claimed invention. However, Chang et al. fails to disclose guiding the sensor substantially 
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based on a parametric model that defines both a generally lateral position scale for the reference 
frame, and on a first curved parametric profile defined relative to the position scale and having a 
contiguous concavity range wider than the sensor as claimed.
